: Repatriated

Families Aided by County
Woelfare Department Will
Be Sent Home

108 ANOELES.— (C.N.8) —In-
digent Mexicans and thmr families
living ~ in agricultural areas of
Los Angeles county to'thie rumi-
per of about 1300 will be fe-
patriated to Mexico under action
of the board of supervisors in
appropriating $12,000 additional for
this work. 'This group, the third
in recent months, will be returned
in March. ’ &

The appropriation, the third onhe
for this purpose, was made upon
recomnmendation of W. A. Harri-
man, county superintendent  of
charities, who stated that these
indigents cost the welfare depart-
ment almost as miuch a month to
maintain here as the expénse in-
cident to returning them to Mexico

Supdivisor Frank: L. Shaw, head
of the supervisorinl committee on
charities, stated four trains would
be used to tdke the new group
pack to Mexico, where they will
be accepted at the border by thé
Mexidan government and
puted to their formet homeg in
the neighboring republic.

Two of the trainloads Wwill ba
taken to El Paso for distribution
by the Mexican government from
Juaréz, across the Mexican bordeg
there, and the other two trafn
will transport the indigents to
Nogales, for distribution by Mexi-
can authorities from that point.
